Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Sweden on 4/15/04. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of 
the Swedish application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

1. Claims 18-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

The present invention relates to methods and arrangements to enhance transmission quality in a 
Push-to-Talk system that comprises a sending mobile subscriber and a receiving mobile 
subscriber whereby a stream of sequences is sent from the sending to the receiving mobile 
subscriber. 

Independent Claims 18, 27 is directed towards a method/apparatus comprising: 
sending a stream of sequences from the sending unit to the receiving unit; 
collecting the stream of sequences at said receiving mobile unit into the Repeat Buffer 
and into the Play-Out-Buffer, said Play-Out-Buffer having a storage size and a point for 
commencing play-out that provides low voice delay, and said Repeat Buffer having a 
storage size that provides high sound quality; 

- playing out the stream of sequences from the Play-Out-Buffer to the receiving subscriber; 

- commencing replay of a defined part of the stream of sequences collected in the Repeat 
Buffer. 
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The prior art references individually or in combination fails to render the above underlined 
unique feature obvious. Therefore the independent claims 18,27 and their dependent claims are 
allowed.
